REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
arguments filed 6/9/08 are persuasive. Only through hindsight would one reposition the 
pump 32 and fluid dispensing tubes 58 from the handle in Shimko (USP 6,347,428) to 
the main section 18 since the pump 32 is to be manually actuated by the users thumb. It 
is not clear how the cleaning fluid would be dispensed if the manually actuated pump 
where to be moved to the main section 18.
